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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to amendment filed January 4, 2005. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-20 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 26, and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Yamamoto et al. (US. Patent 6,728,832). 

As per claim 26, Yamamoto teaches a logical disk configured as a plurality of 
logical entities [fig. 1, element 10 is the logical disk, and logical group 30 is logical 
entities (col. 4, lines 66-67; only one logical group 30 is shown)], each of the logical 
entities being implemented as a plurality of physical disks (fig. 1 , elements 16); and 
dividing at least one logical entity into a plurality of first logical entities (fig. 1, element 
32), each of the plurality of first logical entities being implemented by a different set of 
physical disks (fig. 1, element 16). 

As per claim 29, Yamamoto teaches wherein the number of the plurality of 
physical disk is the same as the number of physical disks in the different set of physical 
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disks (col. 1 , lines 55-66; each entities (elements 32) has an equal number of dedicated 
physical storage units). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 27 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Yamamoto as applied to claims 26, and 29 above, and further in view of Lucht (US. 
Patent No. 5,832,198). 

As per claim 27, Yamamoto teaches the claimed invention, but fails to teach at 
least one logical entity comprises a relatively highly accessed on of the logical entities. 

Lucht teaches multiple disk drive array with plural parity groups, wherein same 
parity group been accessed repeatedly (col. 3, lines 58-59). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to 
modify the work of Yamamoto because Lucht teaches multiple disk drive array with 
plural parity groups, wherein same parity group been accessed repeatedly in order to 
increase overall system reliability (col. 3, lines 59-62). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 21-25, and 30-31 are allowed. 
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7. Claim 28 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

8. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
